MEXICO CITY. Nov. *,—One of 


the greatest and most devastating 
hordes of Insect pests since Blbli- 
cnl days is now moving on the 
United States border. 


It is made up of the grasshopper, 


or "longosta." as it is called in 
Mexico. 
Until a few days ago it 


was believed by the Mexican en- 
tnmologists that grasshoppers had 
been suppressed. Now they have 
reappeared at San Luis Potosi in 
greater numbers than ever. 
In 


their wake is an area of destruc- 
tion that is amazing. Vast fields 
of sugar cane and corn that only a 
tew days previously had 
been a 


mass of green, full plumage, have 
been stripped and resemble fields 
of pithy aigrettes. 


PASTURES DESTROYED 


Pastures where grass was knee- 


derp have been destroyed. Ilanana 
plants—in fact, everything green 
in 
the 
pests' 
way—have 
been ] 


preyed upon to feed the hungry 
billions. Some idea of the propor- 
tions of the Insect invasion may 
be had by these facts. When they 
are in flight they literally obscure 
the sun. 
On railroad tracks they 


are so thick that it is necessary to 
clear them away with shovels be- 
fore the trains may move. 
In 


many instances trains were unable 
to negotiate grades, because as 
fast as the pests were cleared away 
others came in, and it was impos- 
sible for the engine drivers to ue- 
cure traction. 
This mighty horde originated on 


the Isthmus of Tehauntepeo. prob- 
ably one of the 
most 
luxuriant 


tropical jungles in the world. With 
abundant food, the 
grasshoppers 


multiplied amazingly. As they de- 
voured the food there thsy started 
on their 
pilgrimage north 
and 


came as far as Yera Cruz, where 
they branched off and headed for 
Mexico City. 
When within a feu' 


miles of the capital they veered 


FRIDAY EVENING 


again. Here begins a vast plateau. 
There is scant population and little 
vegetation., except at this time of 
the year, the end of the rainy V.'i- 
son. It was believed they v.-oukl 
r1!» niit here because of Insufficient 
food to maintain them. 


ON WAY TO BORDER 


Their appearance at San Luis 


Potosi, well on the way to the bor- 
der, and at the. beginning of a new 
and fertile area. Mexican depart- 
ment of agriculture officials de- 
clar«, would make it seem cert*ln 
that they, will continue to the 
United States border and cros*. It 
Is believed that they go into the 
United States along the Gulf Coast, 
where \there Is ample vegetation 
even in the winter, and that unless 
rome means 'of destroying them is 
found they will begin their pilgrim- 
age to the grain regions of the 
west with the advent of spring. 


The estimate of the

$20,000,000, but this is only an esti- 
mate, because of the difficulty of 
communication and the compilation 
of statistics.

A WILD FOWL REFUGE. 


Xews of interest to lovers-of bird life. p»s- 


sibly to the ducks which inhabit Lake Merritt 
for a part of each year, is that given out by 
Elwood Mead, Commissioner of Eeclamation 
in the Interior Department. As "soon as water 
is' available, Professor Mead says, it will be 
turned into Lower Klamath Lake in California 
and Oregon, for the purpose of restoring con- 
ditions favorable to the multitude of migratory 
wild fowl such as occupied the lake before it 
was drained. 


For some time the National Association of 


Audobon Societies and others have advocated 
the restoration of Lower Klamath Lake which

land 'reclaimed was so alkaline that nothing 
ftQiild £rovr.

If we do not teach our children the duty and the joy of unselfish 


service they will forever miss it from their lives and become one of the 
great host of pouchers, forever gathering nnd forever finding" them-
